This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

Group I, claim(s) 1-13, 16, 20, drawn to an ink jet printing device/a manufacturing 
process for producing an ink jet printing device wherein the ejection modules 
are mounted on the plate in hydraulic connection with the feeding duct including 
hydraulic tight means for sealing the connection between the modules and the ink duct. 
Group II, claim(s) 14, 15, drawn to an ink jet printing comprising a cartridge/s removably 
connected to the ejection modules. 

Group III, claim(s) 17, drawn to a printer wherein one or more plugs are provided. 
Group IV, claim(s) 18, 19, drawn to a bin for a series of paper cards and a 
skimming and feeding mechanism. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-IV do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The special technical 
feature of group I pertains to the base plate defining a feeding duct for the ink. In group 
II the special technical feature is drawn to a cartridge removably connected to the 
ejection modules through an elastic joint. Group III relates to the special technical 
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feature of plugs for sealing the nozzles, and group IV relates to a bin for paper cards 
with a skimming and feeding mechanism.
